According to Paid, the film was 7>\ hours In length 
and concerned the activities of Estonian partition groups 
engaged in guerrilla warfare against the Soviets, 
was the sain aster in the file, which was based on hie 
exploits in Estonia, lbs fila see oosspletaly anti-Soviet, 
as toe 86100*8 speech, which follesad the shoving of the 
notion picture. In his speech, Seine described his aaay 
escapes free the Soviets, his iaprlsonnonta, aid activists 
oa behalf of the Estonian partisans.

Paid stated that he asked Heins to ccausnt on 
the alleged parachuting of Western agents into Estonia in 
1954, which action was supposedly on operation of CIA,

bad been parachuted into Estonia got drunk and ware captured 
by the Soviets.

Paid stated it was his impression as well as of 
©any in the au d ience, that Bolus was doing everything 
possible to ingratiate klsself with local Estonians, 
particularly at the conclusion of the program when he was 
introduced to various people in the audience. 

Paid stated that he hoard from some of those 
preasnt that Heine reportedly was laughed at during the prostm- 
tatic© of his film in Hew York City. 

Heine apparently had been in Chicago for three 
ex four days prior to the showing of the film aa the house— 
guest of Bins Hanson of Evanston, Illinois, an Estonian 
who grew up with Heine in & village in Estonia. Hanson 
appeared to be a firm believer in Balne*a story of his 
exploits in Russia and in later discussions (staunchly 
defended Heine when go&stions as to the believmblllty of his 
activities wore raised. 
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cm July l, 1083 , Paid stated that ho tad just 
retuased troo a visit to Canada where on Juno as and SO, bo 
attended an Batoolaa ool^nUeo in the Canadian village 
of Guljfe near Kltcbesor .

Paid also stated that frosa association with 
va&iem Estonians In CSsS®a*o daring the too wesfes following 
Boise's appearance he found that the Estonian otaaaanity is 
split In half with as may believing Boiac as thoro arc those 
who consider bin a fraud.
